Tt was ignominiously 
under an immense stack of old 
and yellowing magazines in the 
cluttered window of a second-hand

book store, but I recognized it as | 
surely as if it Rad called out to) 


me.

It was in terrible shape, Its 
covers had gone. The thumbed 


pages were a tan color on the) 


outside, a sick ivory inside. | 
knew that through the book there 
would be ‘corners of pages bent 
over where happy readers of an 
earlier day had “marked their 
place.” 

From the sidewalk where I stood 
it was impossible to see the title, 
but that didn’t matter. I went in 
to the store and told the proprietor, 
a man as old and faded as the 
books about him, that I wanted 
that one at the bottom of the pile. 
He rescued it with much grum- 
bling. “Ten cents,” he said, No 
inflation here. 


When the book was in my hand 
Y found myself remembering the 
place 1 used to read after school 
and in the long afternoons, An 
old maple tree stood by the back 
of the house my family lived in 
then, 
branches and then stepped across 
to the roof where its slope was 
gentle and you could lie on your 
stomach and read all day and your 
mother would never know where 


you were. 
It was like being in some kind 
of room with the broad green 


leaves of the maple over your head 
and the sun filtering through. 

I thanked the old man and went 
out into the street and turned to 
the first page of the book. “Frank 
Merriwell’s Shrewdness, or Brain 
and Brawn,” it said, “By Burt I 
Standish, author of the famous 
Merriwell Stories.”

When I took the book to bed 
with me my wife gave me the 
arched eyebrows treatment. I ex- 
plained airily that I had just 
reached my second childhood. A 
woman could never understand | 
what re-discovering Frank Mer- 
riwell could mean to a man after 
20-odd years. 


Oddly enough, it didn’t turn out | 


to mean much. For the first couple 
of chapters I was 
amused and nostalgic. On page 60, 
when Frank was surrounded by an 
ugly mob and was asked who he 
was, he squared his shoulders and 
announced in ringing tones, “I am 
Frank Merriwell of Yale, captain 
of the Yale football eleven, that 
has come here to play Princeton in 
the big game today!” There was 
a great murmur and respectful 
falling back by tle crowd. 

I was a little annoyed with my- 
self that I laughed aloud at this 
point, causing my wife to fix me 
with a baleful eye. 

Twenty years ago, up under the 
canopy of the maple leaves, that! 
line would have filled me with 
deep emotion. I would hear a tar- 
a-ta-tar-a-ta of trumpets and my 
stomach would be a jelly of love 
and admiration for Frank. Now, 
even the weight of the nostalgia 
couldn't keep a laugh in its respect-

G. L. Ket« 
chum, who commanded the 
Island when it evacuated 200 m 
from Little America through 
rapidly closing ice of the Ross sea 
late last February. 

Subject Of Dispute 

Since its discovery by Lt. Cmdr, 
c. E. Bunger last January the 
“oasis,” largest ice-free area south 
of the Antarctic circle, has been 
the subject of much dispute. It was 
described as about 20 miles inland 
from the coast with an elevation 
of about 200 feet and entirely cut 
off from the sea. Since then analy- 
sis of the water has shown that it is 
“salt sea water diluted about one- 
third,” which indicates that the 
area actually is a shallow salt-water 
creek with protruding heaps of rock 
precisely at sea level. 

Whatever its actual status, how- 
ever, the “oasis” is cut off from the 
belt of open sea water, which rings 
most of the Antarctic continent, by 
a great wall of grounded icebergs, 
These appear to be packed close 
together. They are broken-off 
chunks of the great continental] ice 
|sheet which ordinarily would drift 
| northward into the southern Pacifio 
or Indian ocean and disintegrate, 
But these apparently “dragged bot- 
tom” as soon as they hit the water 
and have been piling up for g 
erations. 

Photographs show no water pas- 
sage through them and it will be 
impossible to attack them with an 
icebreaker, Cmdr. Ketchum says.
